United States gave Russia one week 
from today to "put up or shut up" 
in American - Soviet efforts to 
achieve a united Korea. 

Stripped ot its diplomatic lan- 
guage, that is tho essence of Secre- 
tary ot State Marshall's tetter to 
Soviet Foreign Minister Molotov.

Resistant Varieties 
Of Beans Discussed 

How to develop disease resistant beans without sacrificing 
economic and other considerations keynoted first diacusalons 
of the Western Bean conference opening in Twin Falls Thurs- 
day. 

Experts representing federal, state and commercial re- 
search agencies from throughout the west, as well as those 
from as far away as Connecticut, South Carolina and Mary- 
land, are participating in the conference, previously held in 
Colorado. About 100 were present for the opening session in 
the district court room, with 
additional delegates expected 
to arrive later Thursday. 

Two "round-table" discussions 
during the morning meeting, with 
Dr. K. H. Kloges of the University 
ot Idaho as chairman, focused at- 
tention on bean diseases and breed- 
ing. Emphasis rested on Importance 
of developing disease resistant beans 
without sacrificing production, qual- 
ity and other commercial require- 
ments. Stressed was the need for re- 
search correlated with the realistic 
demands ot tho workaday world. 

The first panel to appear was 
headed by Dr. C, W. Hungcrford ot 
the University o( Idaho, who In- 
troduced members participating. Dr. 
Hungertord announced the release 
soon of two new Oreat Northern 
varieties resistant to curly top. com- 
mon bean mosaic and new type 
mosaic. He pointed out that U. of I. 
IS Is resisUnt to curly top. but not 
to new mosaic, while U. ot I 12 3.

Threat RcUted 

From Dr. F. P. McWhorter of Uie 
U. S. department of agriculture ex- 
periment station, Oregon, came the 
Information that yellow bean mosaic 
Is a serious threat In this area this 
year. Research shows this disease 
Is carried by the gladlola plants 
In Oregon. 

Dr. McWhorter expressed the 
opinion that alfalfa may also be a 
carrier, as well as certain clovers. 

Others appearing on this pnnel 
Included Dr. W. J. Zaumeycr. USDA. 
Beltsvlllc. Md.; and B. F. Dana, 
USDA, Oregon. 

Next phase of the program was 
devoted to breeding, with Don Mur- 
phy and BUI Hemingway, repre- 
senting local commercial seed com- 

uiles, as leaders. 

ObJeoUves Needed 

First to spemk was Dr. M. E. An- 
derson, Idaho falls, who pointed out 
that breeding must be directed at 
other objectives, besides disease re- 
sistance, such as adaptability to 
various environments, meeting con- 
sumer demands and other requlre- 

.ents. 

Dr. H. D. Watson of the University 
of Idaho plant pathologj' depart- 
ment, sketched briefly the work done 
there during the past 20 years. 

'There Is no substitute for good 
fanning, as it must go hand In hand 
with breeding," declared Dr. B. L. 
Wade, director of the U. S. regional 
vegetable breeding laboratory, 
Charleston, S. C. tn his discussion. 
Multiple Problem 

or breeding he said, "It U 
tlple problem. It must not only be 
directed at developing resistance to 
disease, but a lot of resistance t 
lot of diseases. Also It must 
aimed at numerous other goals- 
one of which Is what I would call 
'resistance to prejudice' among buy- 
ers." 

Dr. Floyd Winter of New Haven. 
Conn., presented tho problem from 
the perspective of commercial bean 
houses, which, to stay in business, 
must meet the public tastes, even 
though It creates much artificiality 
In breeding. Ho criticized, however, 
the tendency to creato many new 
varieties, and urged. Instead, empha- 
sis upon maintaining of present good 
strains that need to be strength- 
ened. 

Local Problem 
Co-leader Hemingway In his re- 
marks said. "The looming prob- 
lems In the Twin Palls area are 
those of disease In production of 
snap bean seed." 

"First we have curly top. Can we 
lupplant some 35 or 30 varieties of 
snap beans with varieties that will 
have resistance to this disease?" 
he asked. 

In closing, he outlined other 
problema of the seedman plant 
, caUlng for experlmenUI 
■ the solution,

Five othert wen Kntenced to lUe 
Imprisonment, among them Frftu 
lUe Eoqh, vldow of tbe former 
Buclienvald commandant, who la ez- 
pected to give birth next mcath to » 
baby conceived whUe a prlioner. 

One defendant was lentenced to 
20 years imprlaonment, two to IS 
years and one to 10 years. 
Convicted Tmdaj 

The 31 defendanU were convicted 
Tuesday after a four-months trial 

More than HI.OOO prUoners died 
in the notorious camp, which was 
situated on the outskirts of Weimar, 
a quiet town in Thuringlft province 
lamed aa the residence of the Ger- 
man poet Ooelhe, 

Most of the defendants received 
their sentences with outward calm. 

A doctor was In attendance for 
Frau Koch, because of her advanced 
pregnacy. The hard-faced, red- 
hfllrcd widow, who allegedly shared 
the camp rule with her commandant 
husband, was accused ol having 
prisoners killed so she could make 
Inmp shades, purses and book bind- 
Inss out of their Utooed skin. 
Naiii Executed Husband 

She tried unsuccessfully to es- 
cape trial Ijccause of her prcsnancy. 
which has never been officially ex- 
plained- Her husband was executed 
by the nasls several years ago. 

After the Oermnn surrender, the 
■ lale Lleut-Oen. George S. Palton. 
Jr., forced groups of German civ- 
ilians to view the scenes of horror 
which American troops found In the 
camp In order to impress upon them 
the immensity oI the crimes com- 
mitted by their nazl leaders. 

The camp Is now In the Russian- 
occupied zone of Germnny,

OFFICER STRESSES COURTESY 
Our atlentfon has been called to a guest 
editorial by Capt. Charlca C. Cook of the 
Pennsylvania state police, which appeared re- 
cently In the Bethlehem Olobe-Tlme*. 

J. J. Mullen, lormerly managlnB editor ol 
the Timea-News and now an instructor at 
Lehigh university, hu augjeated that Captain 
Cook's editorial might be reproduced u a 
timely contribution to our local trafllc cam- 
paign. The editorial foUowi, almost In Iti 
entirety: 

With each aucceedlng year bringing furth- 
er Increases In our motor fatalities, countleM 
thousands ol words have been written— and 
spoken— In an effort to stem the rlalng tide. 
Many persons have a pet theory which. If 
adopted, they "know" would reverse the rU- 
Ing toll of death and Injury. Borne would 
establish driving schools for youths and 
adulta; some would increase enforcement and 
severity In dealing with Infractions; others 
would raise the legal driving age; and still 
others advocate periodic re-examlnation of 
operators. 

Competent authorities In the field of high- 
way safety stress the three E'a— Education, 
Engineering and Enforcement. The state 
compels semi-annual inspection of mechan- 
ical equipment. All these ideas are good, and 
yet death and Injuries continue to mountl 
Obviously no one single thing we do can re- 
Terse the lethal trend. At not one spot, then, 
can WB place our finger and say, "Here Is the 
trouble — correct this and all will be well!" 

Is our desire to decrease our highway cam- 
age, therefore, a forlorn hope? Must we ad- 
mit a defeatist attitude or a negative ap- 
proach? No! Of course noti Is there any 
one thing that all can do that wUl help? 
Something that requires no special "learning" 
or equipment, something readily available to 
all, something within the financial reach of 
every motorist and something that will never 
1» left In the garage? Yes I That something 
la Courtesy. C-O-TJ-R-T-E-B-Y, 

Eatd^ month the local troop of state police 
. lecolves from heaqwarten a tecanltiUfitloii, 
.o^accldents for the same month for the pre* 
ceding year. Upon these facts our hlgtavay. 
coverage as to place and time Is predicated. 
Month after month it Is revealed that the 
following are the three main causes of our 
accidents: (1) Driving too fast for conditions; 
(2) Driving to the left of center; (3) Failure 
to yield right of way. 

Further, the Incidence of such violations 
occurs in the following order; (1) Sunday, 
<2) Saturday, (3) Friday. 

Now. the point that I'm attempting to 
make Is this; Each one of the three violations 
noted above are violations which COULD 
NOT occur If we as drivers were courteous! 
Please glance once again at those offenses. 
Now don't you agree that they are offenses 
committed by a discourteous driver? Again, 
note the days on which the offenses occur — 
the days when most of our motorists take to 
the highway over the week-end. 

Many of the accidents of the first cate- 
gory are cau.icd by that acme of discourtesy 
— the Sunday driver who dawdles along bot- 
tling up traffic, utterly indifferent and 
oblivious to every thlngl I. suppose every po- 
liceman ond motorist has had more than his 
fair share of ffxporlcnce with this road hog. 
He Is tho bane of existence and more to be 
feared than the speed demon— becauas he is 
the root of .10 much additional trouble. 

As I acc tho problem, I believe our greatest 
hope llc.*i In courtPHy. I bellovo it possible to 
make the motoring public understand the 
nocMslty of courtesy. To understand that, 
therein lle.i otir nnlvnllon.

llnterati rowi up. The Interest of 
UiB rAtlroAdi, the alrllnM, the itefttn- 
■hlp llnei comei to aeem IdtntlcAl 
with the public InUreat. Sometlmei, 
to be sure. It \i. But often the prl- 
vAt« Interest Is directly contrary to whAt U required 
by the public good. 

Two drcar7 examples are conspicuous at the mo- 
ment. One li the maritime commlulon. It li a cum- 
berson, weary bureaucracy that leemi to exist merely 
to rtUfy the decisions Uken by the iteamshlp Unci. 

This is pointed up by an action which has Just 
come up for hearing before the oommlaslon. Wallace 
Bowland. head of the department of Justice'! anti- 
trust office tn Ban Francisco, hu brought A eharte 
of monopoly against a group of ihlpping companies 
on the PAcUlc cout. 

Under a rate aireement by Uii companies. It li 
charged, ihl^era are compelled to ilgn a uniform con- 
tract. II they do not sign, they must pay a higher 
rat«. 

The antl-tnst action has oauAed a tremendous stir 
In shipping clrclai. Thnt Is because almllar rate agrce- 
menu cover the companies operating out of other 
porUi. This Is donr. It would leem, with the blessing 
ot the maritime commission. 

It ti a bonanu for foreign ahlpplng companies. 
They come In undar the rate umbrella, too, and be- 
cause they pay thslr laamen much leai than we pay 
ours, their profits art huge. 

II the commission should Ilnd that the Facltlc 
companlei were enlorcing monopoly ratai, it would 
cause profound repBrcutiloni throughout the shipping 
Industry. Should the commlailon rule Agatnat the 
department ot Justice, then the department could 
take Independent action in the courts. Whether thta 
Is done will be decided after the commlBslon acts. 

The second example of decline and decay Is the 
civil aeronautics board. Tile recently appointed chair- 
man, James M. LandU, Is trying to Bhake up the OAB, 
but thus far he has not been conspicuously successful. 
The dominant interests In the aviation Industry are 
not so firmly entrenched In this bureaucracy, since 
it Is comparatively new. 

There ara many obvious reasons why the effort to 
regulate a powerful Industry should be difficult or 
Impossible. To begin with, the men who sit on the 
government ilde ot the table are paid far lesa than 
the men who want to circumvent or change the regu- 
lations In their own Interest. Over and over again, 
when a bright young man has learned his way around 
on the government aide, he li persuaded by a much 
luger salary to move over onto the Industry aide. 

Too often political has-beens are appointed to the 
commissions. A commlnlon Appointment Is regarded 
as a political plum, . This makes for Ignorance and 
Incompetence at the top level. 

But there Is another and even more Important reas- 
on why the elfort Is so feeble. You can't Balkanlze 
the transportation Industry In this day and age. The 
separaUon of ocean, rail and air under separate com- 
missions la purely arbitrary. They all compete with 
one another. 

The urgent need la for an over-all commission or 
department with powers over all transportation. To 
do (hla would mean culUng through the Jungle of 
bureaucracy. It should mean a saving ot govenunent 
money and the chance ot really efficient and eltec- 
tttrtnnlatlan. 

' ireether this iriU ever happen Is anyone'a guess. 
Powerful forces both In government and in Industry 
find the present syitem all too convenient.

McCALL. Aug. li iJP}—A crew of 
IIS fire fighters was In control today 
Of a blaze that licked through 400 
acres of scattered timber and grass 
land 10 miles north of the Big creek 
ranger station In the Payett« na' 
Uonsl forest 

Dispatcher Harold Vassar said the 
crews, which have been struggling 
for three days, succeeded In corral- 
Ing the flames last night. There 
la no wind In the district and there 
Is every Indication the lines will hold 
until the fire subsides, Vauar re- 
ported. 

Slightly more than 10 acres of a 
heavy stand of Douglas fir was 
burned but the rest of the devastated 
area was mostly rim rock land with 
only scattered thin stands of white 
pine. 

The fire situation on the Boise 
national forest continued to improve 
with no new outbreaks reported to- 
day. Skeleton crews were In the 
final stages of a "mop up" ol two 
blazes that scorched 3,B00 acres.
